The coldest temperatures in recorded 
history hit Antioch, along with much of the 
midwest, on Saturday; Jan. 9 and Sunday, 
Jan. 10, with, temperatures in the Antioch 
area reaching 2(f degrees below zero and the 
wind chill factor readings practically going 
off the scale, being estimated at 70' to 80 
degrees below,

tioch fire chief, there. were a few minor fires 
"oveT~the _ weekend-that-included-a^chimney: 
fire early Jan. 9 and a carJire later that 
same day. Early Monday, Jan .11. amalfunc- 
lioning furnace motor filled. a home in Oak- 
wood Knolls with smoke; 



Maplethorpe also gave a report from the 
streets department saying that the only 
problem that department' had to contend 
with was drifting snow because of the high 
winds whose velocity reached 40 miles per 
'hour at times. [%■ 

"We had crews working on that all 
weekend and the. village-is. in pretty good 
shape.," he said. . -

and sewer systems were both operating well.

Antioch taxpayers will only have one tax 
bill to pay this year following a decision by - 
the taxation and elections committee of the 
county board not to return to twice-yearly 
billing. 

According to Randy Murphy, ad- 
ministrator for the management services 
and data processing department of Lake- 
County, such twice-yearly billing requires 
action bv the county board.— 

'The taxation and elections committee has 
to decide whether or not it is necessary to go 
to accelerated billing. In this case the com- 
mittee has decided if is not necessary and 
will not offer a resolution to the county 
board, "said MuxpTiy - 

= Without a resolution to go to twice-yearly 
billing, the normal process of one tax bill will 
be followed. 

: Murphy saidthat the accelerated billing is 
designed to provide tax dollars to local 
taxing bodies earlier. 

Accelerated billing usually means that tax- 
payers will' get t one bill inline (spring, based 
on 50 percent of their previous year's taxes, 
and a second bill in the summer for the ad- 
justed remainder. 

I However this year Murphy estimated that 
if all goes well, t he county will be able to mail 
tax bills by May 20. 

= "Two tax bills cost oxtrajnoney to prepare 
Tmd^mail— buHhc-tiVx-ing--disfri<ftW-and-tha— 
county, have the advantage of getting that 
early billing." said Murphy. "This year \\?e 
hope to be able to save money, yet still get 
the money to the taxing districts early." 

Murphy said Ihat^the. county has been 
trying to monitor the lax cycle;anditheir 
efforts have been "improving each of the last 
few years,"* f; m - 3j

The actual schedule of when the taxJSIlfs 
will be mailed depends on the number of ob- 
jections f iled.wilh the board of review. 

"If it's a high volume, then it may be later 
than May 20.- If it's a reasonable amount, 
then- it should be* May 20', maybe earlier." 
said Murphy. The actual time schedule could 
be affected by as much.as three weeks either 
wav, depending on the number of objections 
filed. 

He added that the speed.in which the coun- 
ty receives its multiplier from the state will 
also be a determining factor. 

-'•'We've estimated that wje'll be able to mail 
our bills two. weeks from the time we^give 
them our final abstract." said Murphy.
